On the supposition 
that there has been, it is quite gratuitous to suppose 
that it implies hostility to England. It may be—in 
all probability it is—a strictly defensive measure. 
Half a century ago, England threw ‘all her weight 
into the scale against French influence in Italy. To 
counteract that influence, she was content to place 
the Austrian yoke on the Italian populations. She 
may be willing, for all the French Emperor can tell, 
to play the same part to-morrow. She may do s0, 
even though the aims and efforts of the nephew may 
be as different from those of the uncle as the circum- 
stan¢es of the present day are different from those of 
fifty | years ago. Supposing it were really Louis 
Napoleon’s ambition to be the champion of national 
independence in Italy, he must know that, so long 
as hé holds in his grasp the liberties of the French 
peorile, his appearance in that character would 
be ded with profound distrust in a consti- 
tutiqnal country like England. This considera- 
tion! renders it imperative on him, in common 
prudence, to guard himself against her hostility 
by all the alliances he can secure. Nor is the 
fact, that his great ally is Russia prima facie 
evidence against his good faith. The Emperor of 
Russia cannot wish, at present, to be involved in any 
foreign war. He is engaged in accomplishing the 
most beneficent as well as the most perilous operation 
that any European ruler has attempted for half a 
dozen centuries: he is accomplishing, through his 
vast dominions, that work of liberation of the serfs 
which the Catholic Church so sagaciously and so 
energetically accomplished for the rest of Europe. 
To appreciate the difficulties of this great social 
operation, it is but necessary to recall the struggle 
which the liberation of the slaves in her West 
India Islands cost Great ‘Britain. The Em- 
peror Alexander has to overcome the opposition 
not of a handful of planters, but of the nobles who 
are the depositaries of the land, the commerce, the 
intelligence and the political life of his empire; in 
short, of that power behind the throne, which in 
Russia, is greater than the throne itself. This op- 
position he is overcoming, not by brute force nor 
treachery, as the monarchs of medieval Europe 
broke the power of their feudal knights and barons, 
but by the agencies of official discussion and inquiry. 
From a ruler of this character we do not apprehend 
danger to civilization. It is well, of course, to be 
prepared for all contingencies; it is right that our 
well-to-do classes should form themselves into re- 
giments and rifle clubs; it would be well that Lord 
Malmesbury put a civil question to the French 
Emperor respecting the alleged Russian treaty, 
would find out what the Spanish Government want 
with the gun-boats now building in the Thames; 
in a word, it is our duty to put the teeming 
wealth and the dense population of the country in a 
position ot thorough security, but the present panic 
of the British public, so far as we can see, is not jus- 
tified by the facts before it, and has a tendency to 
bring about the very dangers whichfit apprehends.

Tue value of active recreation and amusement as ele- 
ments in the education of the masses is lamentably 
underrated in these islands both by politicians and 
philanthropists. They seem to imagine that if the 
state provide a certain amount of elementary instruc- 
tion within the four walls of a schoolroom, it has done 
all that can reasonably be expected in the way of edu- 
cation for the operative classes. Little or no provision 
is made for the education of adults, even in the limited 
sense in which the word is generally understood ; and, 
as for the innocent and healthy recreation of the 
people, such a thing is hardly even thought of. 

We are all, perhaps, too much in the habit of rail- 
ing at our working population for their indulgence in 
low and debasing modes of enjoyment. But ought 
we not rather to blame ourselves for neglecting to 
provide the sons of toil with opportunities of obtain- 
ing rational and exhilirating amusement? We every 
day witness and deplore the evils into which the work- 
ing classes fall, in consequence (as we believe) of their 
having no pure or harmless occupation for their leisure 
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privilege of those whom Providence has placed above 
him in society. Let him be supplied with rational, 
virtuous, and improving occupation for his leisure 
hours. And, before all, let superior good conduct 
and good manners, when displayed by the working 
classes, be publicly encouraged and respected. The 
aspirant to popular favour who will work incessantly 
for the attainment of such objects as these will de- 
serve the gratitude of the public, even if his efforts 
should prove unsuccessful. And let him bear in 
mind that every advance made in the moral and so- 
cial improvement of our population is an additional 
argument in favour of an extension of political 


rights.

Let our readers note as a fact which it may be inte- 
resting to remember, and almost ama to tell nl 
years hence, that this great European W ar is commen 
by three destitute, necessitous, and almost bankrupt 
Powers. The last word is scarcely too harsh to app 
to Governments who are asking for the loan of immense 
sums, happily in vain. Russia, whose Four-and-a-Half 

Cent. Stock stands at 87, has lately been inviting the 
British capitalist to lend her twelve millions ; France, 
whose Three per Cent. Rentes have fallen to-day to 62f. 
65c., announces a loan of twenty millions, when a loan of 
much less amount had been raised with difficulty : and 
Austria’s Five Cents. stand at 49. These figures 
resent the cial condition to which England 
might be reduced after carrying on with increasing 
energy a war in the Crimea and another in India for ten 
years, without stinting herself of any otherluxury. As 
these three Powers cannot keep the wolf out without 
continual begging and borrowing, and can only discharge 
their old obligations by contracting fresh ones, their 
bankruptcy is a question of time. But, with a perfectly 
empty Exchequer and a blasted credit, they set about 
the costliest of all human operations ; for, happily, 
nothing costs so much as killing one’s fellow-creatures. 
That this should be done once would be a marvel, had 
not the marvel been so often repeated as to be a marvel 
no more. As most great battles have been fought by 
arm'‘es in a state of physical exhaustion, so most great 
wars have been commenced with empty treasuries. It 
is a truth with which statesmen are only too familiar. 
When Prince Felix Schwartzen was appealed to by 
a deputation of merchants to cons the hopeless state 
of Austrian credit, he observed that till a country was 
bankrupt it never knew the extent of its resources. 
Money, he was aware, was a good thing, but it was 
sometimes quite as well to have no money at all, though 
it was not to be denied that the measures necessary 
under these circumstances might be burdensome to the 

ple. It may, then, be rash to assume that these three 
owers now rushing into the fray will find any insur- 
mountable difficulty in carrying on the war. Austria 
may as well feed her army upon Piedmont as upon Lom- 
bardy, and France has always found it convenient to 
quarter her soldiers on her neighbours. Then, even our
